Now everyone knows that the best ice cream available is 

Ben & Jerry's hippie flavors...I prefer Coffee Heath Bar 
Crunch myself. But the price tag is pretty steep for a pint 
(though you can buy it with food stamps), so you might want 
to look for something cheaper. Don't get me wrong, quality 
is important. I would still stay away from generic brands. 
Breyer's is good. Also rather expensive though. Vanilla is 
best for milkshakes even if you need to add chocolate syrup.

The fact that something as frivolous and ‘low-culture” as deadly kung 
fu action could even cross Master Gu's mind was something of a major 
revelation for someone as obsessed with kung fu movies (and, indeed, many 
me aspects of “low-culture”) as myself. Not only did it lend a certain amount of 
validity to my passions (I'm ashamed to say now I had been programmed by Ug 
my academic and cultural environment to the point where I latched onto this g# 
small incident and treaured it as a private defense of my enthusiasm for iH 
movies like Fung Fu from Beyond the Gravé, but it more importantly told a 
lot about how ingrained these films are in modern Chinese culture. Master 
Gu, the man who probably uses more of his brain capacity to tie his shoes 
than I'll ever use in my entire life, didn't have a choice in being exposed to & 
kung fu cinema! How much kung fu cinema can probably tell us about China! & 
And what fun we can have watching these movies to try and kearn 
something! © 3 =a 
Let's start with building a simple model for a typical kung fu movie. 
In it, we'll find certain constants in basic plot as well as surface detail that 
we can read as signs, symbolizing aspects of Chinese culture. 

Party A, whose motives are greed /lust for power, kills a rival clan or 
family that he (usually wrongly) perceives as a threat. Party B is left alive, 
and out of righteous vengence vows to kill Party A. It’s not unusual for Bto , 
be male or female, while A is almost always male. B must first master a kung} 
fu technique that will defeat the superior skills of A.B is often helped by, 
first, a teacher who has some conflict with, or hidden link to, A.B may also } 
aa be helped by various characters whose motivations may be love or righteous : 
honor, while A often sends a succession of lackeys against B that become 
harder and harder to defeat. Sort of like Nintendo. You have to fight the boss , 
at the end of the screen. : 

Other typical constants we find grafted onto this framework may 
include grueling training sequences and the rule that Blood Out Mouth = 
Death. Although the BOM = Death rule is almost unchallengeable, it is 
interesting to note that occasionally a character may be seen to wipe blood 
{rom the mouth and therefore survive, apparently signalling that the blood 
Ba in fact did come from the area of the mouth, and not from some heinous 

internal injury. 
5 What can we infer about Chinese culture from such a paradigm? 
Perhaps only small insignifigant detail, but in this age where American 
citizens are becoming increasingly ignorant and intolerant of other cultures, 
small details are a start. And doing so using the kung fu movie as a text for 


m British to abuse by Japanese soldiers (sometimes playing the role of A in 
kung fu movies) in the early 20th century to recent heavy handed 
Communist government actions against dissenters. It sometimes seems as if 
the past few hundred years-have been ones of uninterupted strife stemming 
directly from corrupt governments with a lust for power that no doubt has 
turned paranoic and lashed out at it’s enemies in many instances that didn't 
quite make the same headlines as Tianemen Square. In any case, the model 
foe character A is someone the Chinese people have lived with for a very 
long time. The invention of characters like B, survivors who live only to 
avenge, might well be a coping device for the Chinese people, and one that 
has existed since the earliest of Chinese literatures: 4// Mena Are Brothers or 
The Men of the Marsh, in which a group of upstanding citizen martial arts 
experts are wrongly accused by a corrupt sherrif and must take to the 
swamps to fight against daunting odds. 

In the case of character B, righteous revenge may not be enough to 
completely explain motivation. China is a society that, until recently, 
traditionally placed much emphasis on filial piety. While in the 20th century @ 
critics have decried the ridiculous extremes this emphasis sometimes took, [Rg 
it's a much more serious thing to fuck with parents in China than in it is in 
America. When A kills B’s family, B is as much bound by the custom of his Bey 
ay society to avenge his/her parents death as he/she is filled with wrath to ini 
sa instigate such a course of action on his/her own. As a contrast, an American fag 

@ might have the support of his/her community in avenging his/her parents’ jag 
death, but certainly wouldn't feel community (and historical) pressureto do 
$0. 


This of course deals only the bare bones plot outline of a typical kung 
fu movie and the inferences to be made from it. Any of the amazingly wide 
variety of different minor incidents that ultimately make each kung fu _ 


movie distinguishable from each other can also be seen as a sign that reflects 
something about Chinese culture. Perhaps the fact that, in kung fu movies, 


certain death reflects inadequate medical care. Grueling training sequences 
may be a symbol of China’s belief in hard work as a necessity in order to 
achieve goals. The ancient master that teaches B the necessary skills to (Sok 
defeat A is a reflection of Chinese culture's custom of valuing older members 
of society as teachers and purveyors of wisdom. It’s also often fascinating to 
watch these movies to get a glimpse of Chinese mythology, and learn the 
pxeeee particular traits of Chinese vampires and ghosts. Any further extrapolation
